It is an analysis of this species of fanati- 
cism that we seek, in order that we iiotv it 
possible eorreet its eaoses, or at leflMt be upon 
our guard to prevent I heir pmgri*ss and tle- 
veloptmieut. 

It limy lieobserved, then, that as in all re- 
ligious fanaticism, there is seen a great tle- 
veh>|>einetit of Spiritual Pride, iuehjdiug both 
self-couiplaeem*y and self-^ufficieiiey. 

There must indeed, be a great ile^ree of 
selfwompbieeucy, to warrant on their part, or 
ifveti to suggest the phrase so often used by 
them, as the pretext for separating from their 
churehes. They must come out from Baby- 
lon. 

There was a vast difference between (iodV 
people and llnbylou, when they were culled 
upon to forsako her. She hod been found 
against the Lord of hosts, had oppressed the 
children of God, and became rich and con- 
fused in her population— every thing had 
1)ceu made to yield to bur plans for self ex- 
altation and aggrandizement. Hut in re- 
gard to those who were to come out of her, 
In those days, (us the prophet says iu that 
connection,) and in that time, saith the 
Lord, the iniquity of Israel shall be sought 
for, nod there shall lie none ; and the sins of 
Judah, and they shall not he fautnl." Now 
for an individual, or any number of iudivid- 
uals to make this contrast between them- 
selves and the Christian churches of our 
laud generally, and to claim fjr themselves 
that degree of purity which shall require 
their separation from them, is a quite deci- 
sive Indication of a great degree of self-corn- 
placence, and he who takes to himself the 
responsibility of thus judging and denounc- 
ing the children of God, who arc so frequent- 
ly enjoying the most pleasing indications of 
his favor and general acceptance, must bo 
under such influences as blind him equally 
to his own deliuqueucca and his brethrens' 
virtues. But in exact accordance with these 
pretensione their leaders sound the word of 
command, aa in this connection in scripture % 
and "he that heareth," says the same. "Put 
yourselves in array against Babylon round 
about ; all ye that bend the bow, shoot at 
her, spare no arrows t for she hath sinned 
against the Lord : shout against her round 
about ; she hath given her hand ; her 
foundations are fallen, her walls are thrown 
down : for it is the vengeance of the Lord : 
take vengeance upon her f 9 and aa there is 
no lack of those who, iu their own estima- 
tion, are without sin, the first arrow is shot 
forth, and the whole quiver exhausted, and 
if it had been possible for a weapon formed 

against her to prosper* she would have been
